SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JUNE, 1966 


Rainfall: During June, 1966, below-normal falls were recorded in all districts. Greatest departures (70% below) were registered 
in the Midlands, Derwent Valley and West Coast divisions. Elsewhere, departures ranged from 50% to 70%, except for King Island 
(20%) and Flinders Island (5%). The driest region bounded by Hobart, Derwent River, Bothwell and Bagdad recorded less than 
20% of normal. Cumulative totals for 1966 declined still further below normal, to 81% for the State. The following table illustrates 
the decline of cumulative totals to the end of April, May and June for the last three years.

Temperature: Mean temperatures over the whole of the State were below normal during June. Departures were less than 1° 
on Flinders Island and in an area extending from the Central Plateau through the north-west highlands to the coast, but an area 
from south of the Plateau to the upper Huon Valley, and a large area of the north-east and north from Devonport through the Tamar 
Valley to the coast near St. Helens registered departures of more than 2°. Elsewhere departures were between 1° and 2°. Maximum 
temperature for the month was 64° on the 28th at St. Helens, and the minimum 12° on the 6th at Bothwell. 


Rural Conditions: Pasture growth was restricted during the month in most districts by below-average rainfall and occasional 
heavy frosts, but cereal and brassica forage crops made useful growth, particularly in areas of better rainfall, providing much of the 
green fodder requirements of stock for the month and permitting reservation of conserved fodder sufficient for winter needs in all but 
the driest areas. Lambing percentages as high as 115% were achieved under the favourable conditions, which also resulted in below- 
average lamb mortality. Soil conditions were ideal for cultivation and sowing of canning pea and early potato crops, but the dry 
conditions favoured the spread of pasture-grub activity in other areas.
